interface, the range checking unit, and the CPU, used for inserting the waiting state 
into the CPU when the range checking signal is received 

2. The primary reasons for allowance of independent claim 13 in the instant application is 
the combination with the inclusion in this claim the limitation of judging whether or not an 
address of a program instruction to be fetched is located within the predetermined 
address range; inserting a waiting state into the CPU when the address is located out
